• With respect to claims 1-7, the prior art taken alone or in combination fails to 
disclose or render obvious a capacitance between an auxiliary electrode and a 
ground is larger than a capacitance between said first electrode and said second 
electrode when first capacitance and second capacitance are in series in 
combination with the rest of the limitations.
